The development of the railroads 


i-a the northwestern part of the United 
States iy of more than passing inter- 
est to New England," because It is 
through this territory, as well au New, 
York, Uiul a lai^ge portion of the 
prcducta of the immense region which 
the railroads serve must 'IHIBS In or'lcr 
to reach tin more important marliuts 
of the world. 


While it is probable that a consid- 


erable quantity of .the wheat raided 
lu the western part of Canada may 
Hud a cheaper method of reaching 
ISurujie via the Pacific ocean and the 
short railroad haul across Central 
America, it. is doubtful if s::c:i a 
route ever maintains to any particular 
extent against the all-rail haul across 
the United States to the Atlantic sea- 
board tor grain produced in this coun- 
try. Therefore, tho increase in the 
northwestern mileage 
means much 


greater shipments from a number of 
ports on the eastern coast, and -New 
England is bound to get its share, es- 
pecially In view of the advantage en- 
Joyed by the Boston and Maine rail- 
road through Its ability to increase to 
a large degree its carrying capacity, 
while the other railroads cast of the 
Mississippi river are now taxed al- 
most to their 
utmost. 
What ' addi- 


tional freight from the west bound for 
Europe comes to Boston and oilier 
New England coast points will in a 
large measure be hauled over the 
tracks of that railroad, because of the 
opportunities to enlarge its trackage 
and increase its freight facilities. 


The completion of the Pacitlc exten- 


sion of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul to 
Portland 
and 
Seattle 


promises in the course of tho .next 
few years toiadd an" immense amount 
ot foreign-bound goods transshipped 
at the port of Boston. A Inrge terri- 
tory is to be opened up to cultivation 
and many hitherto sparsely 
settled 


communities will become populous 
and profitable producing sections. 


Ten years ago tho Pacific coast had 


transcontinental communications with 
the east over the Canadian Pacific 
railway, across the border, and over 
the Great Northern, Northern Pacific, 
Central and Union Pacific, Atchisoa, 
Topeka and Santa Fe'i'.rind Southern 
Pacific 'in the United States. 
The 


general scheme'of each of these lines 
was to put a route through to tide- 
water as directly and quickly as pos- 
sible, and then to expand and send 
out feeder lines along the coast and 
along the great rivers; 
but in the 


hinterland, lying between the trans- 
continental 
divide 
and 
the

ramifications, the'"railroad facilities 
were not great and the: main steals 
were far apart", ; 


In the last half-dozen years this 


situation has been greatly •.'changed. 
Tho Chicago, 
Milwaukee 
and 
St. 


Paul 
entered 
the " transcontinental 


field and sent out a line, splendidly 
built and located, from'its former "oat- 
post at the Missouri river, across 
South Dakota,'Montana', :I<!a!io and 
Washington; the Goulds aro building 
an excellent line, of- their own from 
Salt Lake City to Oakland; the Dou- 
ver, Northwestern and 
Pacific" has 


traversed more than half of Colorado 
on its way to the northwest and tho 
Canadian government has joined with 
the Grand Trunk railway in the con- 
struction of an elaborate and com- 
prehensive transcontinental system, 
which is being developed by a rather 
curious intermingling of government 
and private effort. 
Meantime, the 


Canadian Northern has been adding 
persistently to the mileage of its 
cheaply built prairie lines, under tno 
wise and far-sccing guidance of its 
extraordinary 
management. 
It is 


reaching but at the same time for the 
Pacific ocean and for Hudson bay, 
maintaining its great placo as purvey- 
or of the world's granary, while striv- 
ing to get within touch of the coal 
and timber, and perhaps of the ex- 
port business, of British Columbia.

New York, Aug. 16.— Chinatown is 


in a turmoil again because of the 
murder of the most beautiful of the 
few Chinese women In New York, 
Bow Kim, 21 years old, who came 
here from San Francisco .about a year 
ago with an Americanized Chinaman, 
Chin Len, 31 years old. 


It was about 2 o'clock Sunday morn- 


ing, just as the usual Saturday night 
revelery was quieting down, 
that 


Chin Len dashed put of a tenement 
house at 17 Mott street, crying: "My 
woman been murdered." '

The street, filled, 
with .loitering 


Chinamen and parties of American, 
"sight-seers," all of whom quickly re- 
called the sensational murder of Elsie 
Sigel, was thrown Into great'excite- 
ment. 
A policeman and'a'detective 


hurried Into the house under Len's 
direction, through flarlt'hallway's to a 
rear room on the second floor, i 


The door was locked and -the offi- 


cers were about to break It in when 
Len pushed them aside and-unlocked 
it himself. 
In a bedroom.lay the 


murdered wonian on the floor, stabbed 
In half a dozen places. 
Her slender 


neck was ringed with .bloody linger 
marks, Indicating a struggle with her 
assailant, and beside her lay a crust- 
ed hunting knife. 
' 


It was evident that the woman had 


been dead for two or three hours. On 
the stairs were found traces of blood 
and on h door leading to the store of 
Yuen Chin & Co. on the ground floor. 
Threo'.Chinamen there were arrested, 
although 'they denied any knowledge 
of the murder. Six American women, 
who declared themselves to be tho 
wives of Chinamen, were also found 
In the.house and arrested, but none 
would"admit any knowledge of Bow 
Kim's death. 


In thb-,murdered woman's room were 


found many business letters in Chi- 
nese, but none that gave a clue. At 
22 Mott street, however, where Len 
spent much of his time and where 
the couple lived previously, was found 
a trunlrrwhich Len admitted was his 
wife's property. 
In it were found 


four hunting knives, a stilletto, a re- 
volver and two boxes of jewelry. Len 
declared ho had no idea who killed 
his wife, unless "maybe See Sing 
kill her.

Canned 


Tomatoes. 


JF the following directions are carefully followed-the result '-will be 


tomatoes equal in taste.and flavor to fresh'tomatoes; 
Select 


firm, ripe tomatoes, place them In a pan and pour boiling .water over 
them. Allow them to stand a minute or two, then pour oft the hot 
water and cover with cold water. They camhen be easily skinned. 
Have ready your jars, covers and new rubbers, all sterilized.. As 
you peel the tomatoes cut in halves and pack .In the jars, pressing 
down as well as possible. 
When a1 jar Is half full add a teaspoon 


of salt and one of sugar, and proceed to fill the jar as full as you 


can. 
Place the cover.on, but do not screw It on tight. 
Now take 


a wash boiler, lay a cloth on the bottom, then place the jars of to- 
matoes in. Now fill with cold water up to the necks of the jars. 
Now turn on the gas under the boiler and cook. I allow them to cook 
for thirty minutes after the water in the boiler starts boiling. Then 
you will find that the contents of each jar has shrunk, so take one 
jar and fill each jar to overflowing out of that one.. .Then place your 
rubbers on and replace the covers, screwing them on' tight. 


This may seem like a good deal of trouble, but if you try it that 


way once you will find your tomatoes to be of such superior flavor 
you will be repaid for your trouble, an5 I doubt if you will ever do it 
any other way again. 


If. you expect good results in canning fruits and vegetables you 


must be sure to always use new rubbers and be sure that your-cov- 
ers are perfect also. 
The cloth placed on the bottom' of the boiler 


must be folded several times. A layer of hay or excelsior might be 
used instead.
